Whoever will read the Califor- 
nia papers. carefully will be 
startled by the appalling and 
insurmountable difficulties which will 
and have already, rendered the Union 
and Central Pacific Railroads abortive 
for the purposes for which they were 
built. It was well known to the project- 
ors and leading owners of these roads 
before attempting its construction, that 
these obstacles,encountered last winter, 
existed and would always exist to pre- 
vent the fullest utilization ‘of their 


the war, and having another and ulte- 
rior object in view, they pushed the 
work on despite the objections of the 
press and the warnings of capable and 
intelligent contractors and engineers. 
They wanted to complete the Credit 
Mobilier as well as a Pacific highway, 
and the bonds of the Government were 
as necessary to the one as the other.

A. Bennett informed me a few days ago, 
that several leads in Arizona had been 
abandoned, where it was demonstrated 
that the quartz would yield forty dollars 
per ton. The cause of this was the enor- 
mous expense of procuring machinery, 
and the cost of labor. 

The reason why Arizona has not devel- 

oped into a second California, is in conse- 
quence of the immense distance that sup- 

lies and machinery have to be brought. 

eretofore, material had to be sent from 
New York by sea to Indianola, Texas, 
thence by land, a distance of tw elye hun- 
dred miles, to the interior, at a cost of 
twenty cents per pound, Santa Rita del 
Cabra is — the finest co r min- 
ing district on the continent, The coun- 
try abounds in silver leads and other ores 
and has much fine land and abundance of 
timber. 

Contrast these accounts with those 
given of the arid and rocky deserts 
through which the Union and Central 
Pacific Railroad pass and there can be

@QONFEDERATE MBMORIAL SOCIETY 
TEMPORARY ORGANIZATION. - 
1. This association shall be called ‘‘ The 
Confederate Memorial Society.’’ 
2. The object of this society is to pa 
proper respect to the Confederate dead, 
to provide suitable charities for the 


living. : 

3. Phere shall. be one general society, 
and sub-divisions of it shall be made into 
State, District, County and Company So- 
cieties. 

4. To preserve the the 
erate 0 ization, e officers 

precedence in all meetings of the society 

er ite sub-divisions according to their 

rank’at time of the surrender. 

6. The officers of the general society 
shall be Gen. R. E. Lee, President; Gen. 
S, Cooper, Chief Secretary; the full Gen- 
erals, Vico-Presidents in their order of 
rank: the Chief Quartermaster, Treasu- 
rer. 

6. Inthe State, district and county or- 
ganizations, the officers shall beas follows: 
The senior officer in the State, in the Con- 

sional district and in the county, shall 
he President of the respective societies in 
the State, district or county; provided 
that the same man shall in no case be an 
officer of more than one society. The 
three officers next in rank in the respect- 
ive societies shall be Vice Presidents. 
The Senior AGB General, Chief Sec- 
retary, and the Senior Quartermaster, 
Treasurer, 

7. The counties shall be further subdi- 
vided into companies, to be formed by 
voluntary associations to suit the wishes 
and convenience of the members, and to 
be composed of not more than sixty-four 
and not less than twenty-four members. 
The senior officers present always to pre- 
side and command. And these companies 
shall make by-laws for their government 
not inconsistent withthe general purposes 
of the socicty. 

8. That on the 10th of May, in each and 
every year, all the members who can con- 
veniently do so, shall meet in organized 
bodies at some snitable point, and march 
together under the command of the senior 
officer present, to the graves of the Con- 
federates in that vicinity, and strew them 
with flowers, with such appropriate cere- 
monies as may hereafter be provided. 

9. That voluntary contributions shall 
be collected from time to time, as occasion 
may require, to provide for the disabled 
soldiers, and the widows and orphans of 
those who fell, 

‘10. That printed rolls and rosters shall 
be made out on the Ist of May in every 
year, and@.forwarded to the next highest 
society, showing the name and rank of 
every member, and present position of 
any ofticers of the society; and showing 
all the deaths and changes that may have 
occurred since the last report. And that 
in ease of the death of an officer of the 
}soeiety, the one next in rank shall sue- 
coed to his place. 

ll. That all members of.the organiza- 
tion, who may be near enough at hand, 
shall, as a body, attend the funeral of any 
member who dies. 

12. That no person shall be a member of 
the society who was not a member of the 
Confederate army at the surrender, unless 
he had previously been honorably dis- 
charged therefrom; and thatin case of 
doubt when anapplication for member-

Condensed Decisions of the Supreme Court of Tennes- 
_ see, at Brownsville, May Term, 1869, Reported for 
the * Appeal’’ by U. Clay King; Esq. 


No, 25, ©, ee vs. Mayor and Alder- 
men of Memphis—from the Memphis Mu- 
nicipal Court. Trigally was'tried and con- 
victed on a charge of drunkenness and 
fined ten dollars, fora violation of an or- 
dinanee of the cit 
ing drunkenness in the city. The eonyic- 
tion was before the Police Commissioner, 
acting as a City Reeorder. . The testimon 
taken on that trial was reduced to wri- 
ting in the presence of Trigely who 
prayed an appeal to the Municipa Court. 
The Municipal Court atiirmed - 
ment of the Commissioner, and galliy 
appealed to this Court. On the trial in 
the Municipal Court Trigally, by his coun- 
sel, demanded atrial by jury, which was 
refused, 

The plaintiff in error then objected to 
the reading of the testimony reduced to 
writing by the Police Commissioner, The 
objection was overruled and the testimo- 
ny was read, : 

Held, Smith Judge, delivering the opin- 
ion of the Court: . 

ist. That the plaintiff in error was not 
entitled to atrial by jury. The proceeding 
in this ease is in conformity with the 
mode prescribed by the code, Sections 
4264 to 4269. 

By Sections 6 and 9 of Article 1 of the 
Constitution the trial by jury, and the 
proceedure in criminal utions shall | 
remain inviolate as they existed at the 
formation of the Constitution of 1796. 

Cases which before the Constitution 
were not triable by jury, need not be made 
so now. And parties cannot now be de- 
prived of trial by jury who were entitled 
to demand it at and before the foundation 
of the Constitution. McGinnis vs. State, 
9 Hum. 29; 26 New York 147; 9 Ind, 558; 
11 New Hamp. 19; Cooley on Const. Law, 
410; Sedgwick on Stat. and Const, Law, 
48; 1 Bishop on Crim, Law, sec. 758, note 
7. Before the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion, under various acts of the Legisla- 
tures small offenses were punishable by 
pecuniary penalties, inflicted by Justices 
ofthe Peace, who had authority to place 
the oftenders in the stocks on the non- 
payment ofthe fines. Such were the of- 
fenses of hunting, fishing or gaming on 
the Lord’s day—cursing and swearing by 
common persons and public oficers—get- 
ting drunk on Sunday. Acts of the Leg- 
islature authorizing proceedings in the 
like cases without trial by jury, were en- 
acted after the formation of the Constitu- 
tion of 1796. Sueh are acts of 1799, ch. S; 
1801, ch. 22; 1805, ch. 15 and 47; S15, ch. 
135. Several of these enactments have 
been carried into the code, from 1723 to 
1728 inclusive. In Georgia « similar Con- 
stitutional provision is held not to apply 
to the enforcement of the by-laws of a mu- 
nicipal corporation without a jury trial, 4 
Georgia Rep. 509; 14 Georgia Rep. 354. - In 
Vermont itis held not to apply to smal] 
offenses against the police regulations of 
the State, such as a violation of the pro- 
hibitory liquor law, 27 Vermont Rep, 318, 
325, See also Gray vs, State, 2 Harring- 
ton, Delaware Rep. 76; 1 Bishop Crim, 
Law, sec, 753, 

City ordinances, like the one wnder re- 
view, are not obnoxious to the Constitu- 
tional rule known as the “law of the 
land,’ or to any other Constitutional pro- 
vision. 

Corporation courts are provided for in 
sec. 1, ort. 6, of the Constitution, 

A strong, prompt and efficient police 
power is necessary to the proper govern- 
ment of the aggregated masses of cities, 

Such ordinances as the one in contest 
have been enacted in allthe States of the 
Union from the first colonization of the 
country, and existed in England from the 
tirst period of its known history, Sueh 
ordinances, though peculiar to a particu- 
lar municipality, are not partial laws in 
the sense of the constitution. On the 
contrary they are regarded with favor, as: 
they are adapted to the peculiar wants of 
the several localities where enacted. 

2d. This is not a eriminal prosecution

Art. lof the Constitution, and hence it 
was not constitutionally objectionable to 
perpetuate the original testimony -before 
the Police Commissioner, and to read the 
same on the appeal in the Municipal Court.

In 1856 the Mayor and 
Aldermen of Memphis granted to defend- 
ant in error, Lenow, permission by ordi- 
nance to make an entrance to the base- 
ment or cellar of a house on Madison 
street, in Memphis, by a descending stair- 
way, occupying a space of five feet of the 
public sidewalk of the street outside of 
the wallofthe house of the defendant. 
Lengw, under the permission ted by 
the Said ordinance, constructed his stair- 
way, and occupied and used the same con- 
tinuously to the beginning of the action, 
In 1867 the Mayor and Aldermen enacted 
an ordinance requiring the removal of alf 
obstructions from the sidewalks of the 
public streets, and the closing up of all 
entrances to basements of buildings, 
where such entrances encroach on the 
public sidewalks, 

The defendant refused to obey the ordi- 
nance, Whereupon the city instituted this 
action before the Police Reeorder to re- 
eoverthe penalty prescribed by ordinances 
in such cases, 

The defense set up by the defendant is 
that thegrant of the permission ‘by the 
city authorities, and the expenditure by 
him of money to construct the stairway, 
and the Jong continued use and enjoy- 
ment of it, conferred on him a. right of 
property not sabject to be divested or ter- 
minated by the subsequent action of the 
Mayor and Aldermen, and that they are 
estopped from the permission, 

Held, Smith, Judge, delivering the opin- 
ion of the Court, that the defense in this 
ease is without merit. The only effect 
which can be given to the permission 
granted is of alicense determinable and 
revoeable at the will of the Mavor and 


Alderman. 3

The use an on of the stairwa 
being by permission was not adverse, ant 
therefore can give him no right by pre- 
scription or lapse of time. Moreover the 
lapse of time in this case has not been long 
enough to raise the bar; and, besides, the 
bar of thestatute of limitations does not 
run against the Government. 

It is unnecessary to consider whether 
and to what extent the city can by con- 
tract grant to an individual a portion of a 
public street, or whether the Mayor and 
Aldermen can gurender or abandon the 
public easement 
sa as to exclude the pablic from the right 
to the unobstructed of such street, as 
there was no such contract or surrender 
in this case. 

The obstruction of 2 sidewalk of a puib- 
lic street is acommon nuisance. An or- 
dinance of the city to abate such nuis- 
ance, or to inflict on the person causing 
it a pecuniary penalty for its existence or 
continuance is reasonable and proper, and 
ought to be enforeed by the courts, It 
may be admitted that the obstruction in 
the present case was not a nuisance, and 
punishable by penalty at the instance of, 
the city, so yong as the permission re- | 
mains unrevoked. 

Tt became a nuisance after the permis- 
sion was revoked and Lenow had notice 
of the revocation; andthe failure to re- 
move it was properly punishable by pecn- 
niary penalty. And the city may abate 
and remove it by police power, if not 
abated and removed by Lenow. 
Judgment affirmed.
